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2 OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


Rules of Order 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:30 a. m. 
and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be under the 
direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the hour to 
which the Conference stood adjourned, and after devotions shall 
have the minutes of the previous session read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal the 
question shall be taken without debate. Provided, that after 
the President shall have stated the reason for his decision, the ap- 
pellant may give the grounds of his appeal. 


4, The President shall appoint all committees not otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing if 
the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by the Chair, a resolu- 
tion offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in possession of 
the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one 
under consideration is disposed of, which may be done by adoption 
or rejection, unless one of the following should intervene, which 
motion shall have precedence in the following order, viz.: 

(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 

(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address the 
President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he 
departs from the rules and decorum of the Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than ten 
minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the same ques- 
tion, until all have spoken who desire, unless leave be granted by 
the Conference, which shall be decided by vote without debate. 
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11. Any member shall have the right to state a question of 
privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation when 
he considers his arguments have been misrepresented by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard for 
the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating language and 
personal reflections. 


13. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the 
call of one-third of the members present. 


14. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall be 
in order for any member who voted with the majority to move 
a reconsideration. 


15. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate, unless it shall be for adjournment to 
a fixed time. 


16. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to attend. 


17. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, and 
no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on any 
question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon all 
questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


18. Visitors who address the Conference by permission. shall 
not be permitted to speak more than ten minutes without unan- 
imous consent. 


19. All expressions of approval or disapproval during the 
progress of debate shall be deemed a breach of order. 


20. In case an executive session be ordered, only members 
in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 


21. These rules of order shall not be altered or suspended 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and voting. 
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General Rules 


1. The Presiding Bishop is respectfully requested not to 
transfer into our Conference more men than are transferred out; 
not to bring men to places within our bounds without careful 
and equitable adjustment for all; but this rule shall not be 
contrued to the injury of our developing work or so as to em- 
barrass the authorities in providing for new work. 


2. All changes involving conference relations, as well as all 
candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admission upon 
credentials from other churches and for admission into full 
membership, shall be referred to a committee on Conference 
Relations; and no such change of relations shall be granted, nor 
any such candidate admitted, until such committee shall have 
made its report. 


3. Whenever the Conference is to consider the admission on 
trial or reception into full connection of any brother, it shall go 
into executive session, (when necessary) said session to convene 
Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


4. No candidate shall be admitted on trial into this Confer- 
ence who is over 40 years of age. 


5. All committees or societies to whom are committed mat- 
ters requiring anniversary or other public service shall provide 
the program for such service. 


6. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule 
during the devotional exercises. 


7. The roll of our honored dead shall be called immediately 
after the regular roll call in the presence of the Conference 
standing, 


8. At the close of each Conference session the District 
Superintendents shall appoint a Committee on Memoirs, com- 
posed of one member from each district and one from the Con- 
ference at large, which shall be placed upon the list of stand- 
ing committees. Each District Superintendent shall report to 
his committee the death of dny minister or wife, or children 
of any minister, which may occur in his District. The chairman 
of this committee shall note the death of any member of the 
Conference or the wife of any such member, and then confer 
with the members of the committee. The memorial service shall 
be held immediately after the roll call of our honored dead. It 
shall consist of usual devotional exercises and an address of twenty 
minutes in length by some member of the Conference named by 
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the committee in charge. The Committee on Memoirs shall have 
full control of the Conference memorial service. 


9. The General Educational Collection shall be applied to the 
Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless otherwise or- 
- dered by a vote of the Conference, and delivered to the Treasurer 
of the Board of Trustees. 


10. The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings, and when approved, the printed minutes shall 
be the official record of the Conference. He shall take charge 
of the journals and all Conference papers, keep them safe and 
have them forwarded to the place of Conference sessions, 


11. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to place 
in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, and to send to 
those absent, drafts for the amount due them from the funds of 
the Conference provided for that purpose, as shown by the 
report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


12. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the Confer- 
ence course of study who is conditioned upon more than one 
study. ; 


13. The President shall provide for closing up the business 
of the final session of the Annual Conference that due and 
sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional services just 
preceding the reading of the appointments, that no unseemly haste 
or disorder at such time be manifest. 


14. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to publish these rules 
in the Conference Journal. 


15. These general and standing rules shall not be altered or 
suspended except by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 
Preachers 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 


for undergraduates and candidates for admission. 


1. “Instruction by Correspondence” is expected of each Ex- 
aminer for every student under his particular charge. 


2. In the “books to be read” each student shall file with the 
Registrar a certificate that he has carefully read all the books. 


3. Examinations will be held in connection with the Minis- 
terial Associations or District Conferences and on the day pre- 
vious to the Annual Conference. No examination can be taken 
at any other time, unless reasons satisfactory to the Chairman 
and Registrar are given. 


4. Sermons and essays are required to be in the hands of 
the Examiner at least thirty days before Conference. It would 
be better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. When a student fails to attain 70 per cent in any examina- 
tion, the examiner shall report this to the student and refer him 
to the Chairman of the Board to arrange for re-examination. 


6.. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as soon as 
practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must be 
paid before the examinations are begun.

“On an appeal to the President of the Oregon Annual Con- 
ference, by F. J. Steinmetz, from a decision rendered by the pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Portland, Oregon, 
and a like decision on the same subject by the Superintendent 
of the Portland District, declaring that it was necessary to hold 
a meeting for the purpose of obtaining supplementary articles to 
the present articles, and supplementary articles of incorporation 
of the said Church, before the petition of the appellant for an 
election by the members of the Church for a new Board of Trus- 
tees could be granted, the President to whom this appeal comes 
decides : 


“That, whereas, the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church declares that elections of Trustees of a Church shall be 
held in conformity with the laws of the state within which the 
Church is situated ; and, 


“Whereas, the present method provided for by the Discipline 
is not wholly in harmony with the laws of the State of Oregon, 
and whereas, the Church must provide for the election of its 
Trustees according to its articles of incorporation, provided for 
and authorized by the specific statutes of the State of Oregon 
governing the election of officers of all corporations and all relig- 
ious, charitable and otherwise ; therefore, the decisions of the pas- 
tor of the Church and of the Superintendent of the District are 
sustained.” 


LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE—On motion of J. W. McDougall, 
the Bishop was requested to appoint a committee to take steps 
toward the changing of the state statutes so as to harmonize them 
with the discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church relative 
to the election of trustees. 


EnpowMENtT AGENT—On motion of Wm. R. Jeffrey, Jr., the 
Bishop was requested to appoint T. L. Jones Endowment Agent 
for the Conference Claimants’ Permanent Fund for the Oregon 


Conference.

Whereas, on the 30th day of June, 1913, in the City of Sacra- 
mento, the Endowment Fund Mutual Fire Insurance Co. was 
organized under the general laws of California, by laymen of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, for the purpose of writing contracts 
of insurance, subject to existing laws, on real and personal prop- 
erty of all kinds—except marine insurance—owned, or in which 
an insurable interest may be owned by individuals, Protestant 
denominational churches and Protestant denominational schools, 
colleges and universities, against loss or damage by fire, lightning 
and tornado, or either or any of said causes, in all the states and 
territories of the United States, the Dominion of Canada and 
foreign countries, in so far as property located in foreign coun- 
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tries may be owned or subject to control or held in trust by the 
insured in the United States or Dominion of Canaad; and, 


Whereas, said corporation is under direct supervision of the 
State Insurance Department of California, and is by law limited 
to an expense ratio not to exceed 30 per cent of the net premium 


income of said company during any one year, for all purposes; 
and, 


Whereas, said corporation proposes to write fire insurance 
policies at the lowest rate now obtained on church, parsonage, 
college, school, hospital and property of ordained ministers of 
the gospel, giving the insured the benefit of the lowest existing 
rates; and, 


Whereas, by the provisions of the by-laws of said corpora- 
tion expressly made irrevocable (except by unanimous consent of 
all policy holders) during the 50-year period of existence of said 
corporation, all of its annual accumulations shall be set aside in 
the month of March for the benefit only of regularly ordained 
ministers of the gospel, widows and orphans, who may be depend- 
ent in whole or in part for their support through denominational 
channels, and such funds, when so set aside, shall be subject im- 
mediately to the draft of the duly elected Treasurer of the Board 
of Conference Claimants; and, 


Whereas, it appears from the last annual minutes of this 
Conference the estimated value of Church and parsonage prop- 
erty was the sum of $1,303,400.00, of which at least 60 per cent 
is insurable value; and, 


Whereas, the claims on the Conference fund last year amounted 
to the sum of $10,570.00; and, ‘ 


Whereas, it appears by co-operation of our preachers and 
laymen with the Endowment Fund Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
many thousands of dollars now spent annually for fire insurance 
protection can be saved to the Church and still provide absolute 
protection for our property against the ravages of fire and tor- 
nado; now, therefore, 


Be It Resolved, that for the purpose of augmenting the sums 
now annually raised by this Conference for claims on the Con- 
ference fund, we endorse the purposes and objects of the Endow- 
ment Fund Mutual Fire Insurance Co., and recommend to the 
members and friends of this Conference they give to said cor- 
poration faithful and hearty co-operation. 


Be It Further Resolved, that the members of this Conference 
be directed, all things being equal, to insure the property of the 
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Church as fast as present policies on such property now expire, 
with the Endowment Fund Mutual Fire Insurance Co.

AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM. 


Life abides, while types and methods change. The Church 
of Jesus Christ must not be forgetful of this universal law. The 
old methods of evangelistic emotionalism no longer appeal to the 
deeper education and wider culture of a new scientific age. 

Heretofore we have put great and chief emphasis upon what 
may be called the individualistic side of salvation, covering but 
one-half of the gospel. Not forgetting this vital and important 
part, we now need to come lifting into prominence with clear 
statement the second half of God’s universal gospel, namely, that 
spirit and plan of service which brings social salvation. We have 
sufficient static Christianity to fill the earth with culture. But 
culture alone opens not the gates of eternal life, nor bridges the 
chasm between poverty.and riches. Therefore we recommend 
that all organizations and forces of the local Church center in the 
pastor for an accurate scientific survey of every local condition, 
civic, industrial, economic, educational, moral and religious. Then 
systematically and persistently set the whole force of the Church 
to minister to the whole life of man, in the sweet and winning 
name of Jesus Christ. This is dynamic Christianity, and will con- 
stitute aggressive evangelism. 

We are greatly encouraged by the fact that the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society is appointing committees on aggressive 
evangelism in each charge to co-operate with the pastors. 

We wish also to commend the “Win-My-Chum” campaign 
of the Epworth League, as well as local training classes for per- 
sonal workers. 


We recommend the holding of special revival services, adapt- 
ing the methods to meet local conditions. 

We especially recommend that pastors assist each other in 
such services, and advise that the same careful preparation be 
made as in employing a professional evangelist.

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REPORT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY, 1913. 


_ The ninety-seventh report of the American Bible Society 
is a notable one. The Bible has been sought as never before in 
almost all parts of our field. The issues by the society were 
2,107,859 volumes of Scriptures from the Bible House in New 
York, and 1,941,751 volumes from our agencies in foreign lands, 
making a total of 4,049,610 Bibles, Testaments and portions. 
This total exceeds by 358,409 the total issues for 1911. 

The marvelous increase of demand for the Scriptures is 
shown in the report of the American Bible Society (as well as in 
that of the British and Foreign Bible Society). 

The translation of the Scriptures and the revision of trans- 
lations already made are ‘noiseless works of the Bible Society, 
as expensive as they are important. During the year work has 
progressed in Siam, both in the Laos language and in Siamese; 
in South Africa, where the Zulu version is being thoroughly re- . 
vised ; in Bolivia, for Quechua Indians; and in Syria, where the 
Arabic version is being enriched by the issue of a large reference 
Bible under the supervision of the Rev. Dr. Hoskins, of the 
Presbyterian Mission. Progress is steady also in the revision, at 
the expense of the Bible Societies jointly, of the Chinese Wenli 
and Mandarin versions; of the Portuguese Scriptures; of the 
Spanish version; of the Japanese version, and of the Korean ver- 
sion. All this costly but unceasing effort is bringing the Bible 
more clearly and beautifully into the home tongues of many na- 
tions.

The receipts of the American Bible Society for the year end- 
ing March 31, 1913, were $601,966.49. Its expenditures for the 
same period were $757,942.75. This defiicit shows without fur- 
ther explanation that the society has been obliged to use a part 
of its available reserved funds to meet the cost of the work of 
the year. Although the usual items of the society’s income last 
year did not nearly make up the amount, the Board of Managers 
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Seema Sanaa 
authorized expenditures for the year ending March 31, 1914, 
amounting to over $800,000. 

There seems to be no course open but for the work to be 
continued: upon the same basis in general as last year. The call 
for advance was never louder. The Word of God has not only 
had free course, but has been glorified during the year just 
passed. Nations long dormant have suddenly awakened. They 
are beginning to understand duty, hope, and even life, as not 
before. Since the presence and power of God is manifest in the 
great changes in the condition of nations throughout Asia and in 
some other parts of the world, we have a right to believe that He 
calls us to expect His aid in finding the means to use the oppor- 
tunities which He gives. Now is the time for support. of this 
great work.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHINESE WORK. 


The following report comes from the Rev. Chan Sing Kai, 
our missionary in charge in Portland. 


“I thank God for the numerous blessings He has given me 
during the past year in continuing the work in the Chinese Mis- 
sion in Portland. I have done my best in spreading the gospel 
among my own people. The services held in the mission are 
Sunday evening service, Sunday School, class meeting, prayer 
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meeting, Young People’s meeting, and a woman’s Bible class, 
conducted by my wife on Sunday afternoons. Then every three 
months I take a trip to Astoria, where I preach among the Chinese 
there. I find there are a few Christian Chinese young men in that 
city, and with these men proceed to do our work, using the Chi- 
nese Educational Hall. The assembled people are interested in 
what we say, which makes the work very enjoyable. 

“Among the baptized this year are two men and one child. 
By transfer we have received two members. Besides this, there 
are at present eight probationers. Membership enrolled are 
thirty-seven in number and the average attendance in Sunday 
School is sixteen. The day school averages twelve and the night 
school contains about twenty. Generally during the months of 
July, August and September, the number in attendance at all the 
meetings and schools is lessened on account of the cannery work 
in the outside towns. Fourteen members have gone to other 
cities and China. Death also took one away. 

“The work is vast and still more to be done, and we ask your 
thoughts of us in your prayers.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


Methodism is honored in the high stand which she has ever 
taken in the interest of Christian learning and culture. We cannot 
afford to do less than support and strengthen our position already 
gained in the field of education. 


Boarp or EDUCATION. 


Your committee would call attention to the rapidly enlarg- 
ing scope of the Board of Education under the legislation of the 
last two General Conferences. The Children’s Day Loan Fund 
is of increasing value, and was never more worthy of our con- 
tributions. It aids more than two thousand students every year, 
but stands as only one of a number of equally valuable activities. 
The Board of Education now directs and supports the mission 
schools among the mountaineers of the South. In addition it is 
striving to aid our Methodist colleges, universities and secondary 
schools to meet the ever inereasing financial burdens incident to 
maintaining the higher degree of educational efficiency demanded 
by modern conditions. The personal aid and sympathetic co- 
operation of the Secretary and Board has been very valuable to 
our schools. The assistance rendered to the cause of education 
through the literature of the Board, notably “The Christian Stu- 
dent,” to promote the moral and religious care of Methodist 
young people in all our halls of learning, entitles this Board to the 
wise consideration of our people and ought to indicate the press- 
ing need of raising the collection for. the Board in full. 

The plan of unifying the public educational collection and 
directing eighty per cent to local institutions and twenty per cent 
to the Board of Education should be made effective. In view of 
the large amount of work now carried on by the Board of Educa- 
tion, the twenty per cent allowed by the Commission of Finance, 
which, if raised without deficiency in all the charges, would only 
amount to $135,000 for the year, would seem to be only a meagre 
sum for that Board and urgently calls for the raising the full 
amount throuchout the Church. 
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WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY. 


With pride and confidence and hope our thoughts rest upon 
our own splendid institution, Willamette University. af friendly 
sun shines on her campus and all her garments are brightened. 
“Her cords are lengthened, her stakes are strengthened.” The 
dawn of what is now a realization was visible when the Hon. 
R. A. Booth, of this city, and of this Church, came to the life- 
giving uplift of Willamette in the noble offer of $100,000 for its 
endowment and building. His generous spirit touched another 
great personality, it moved another magnanimous soul, that of 
Mr. J. J. Hill, who made promise of $50,000. 


ENDOWMENT. 


And all that was the inauguration of the well planned and 
vigorous campaign conducted by President Homan, Vice Presi- 
dent Todd and others, strongly supported by the Board of Trus- 
tees, which resulted in the raising of one-half million endowment 
fund, as declared completed by the trustees at their annual meet- 
ing last June. 

The thoroughly equipped faculty of the school is worthy of 
special mention and gives expression to the added strength and 
new life that has come to this institution through her increased 
resources. Last year marked the best attendance of students in 
the history of the university and there is promise of still further 
increase for the year now beginning. 


NEEDs. 


But with all the blessings and the large degree of prosperity 
that has come to it, Willamette University still has pressing needs. 
It is imperative that two dormitories, one for boys and one for 
girls, be erected at once. With the present capactiy, positively not 
another girl could be housed in the young woman’s dormitory. 
Heating plant should be installed. 


PIONEER BUILDING. 


Fifty thousand dollars ought to be raised and added to the 
$50,000 contributed by Mr. R. A. Booth for the purpose of a 
memorial building to the pioneers of Oregon. In this connection 
your committee would make tender and grateful mention of Peter 
W. Severson, E. E. Upmeyer and all others who have given of 
their means and aided in bringing our school to the glory of 
its prestige and strength of today. In wisdom and labors, in 
plans and execution, two names that shall ever shine with unfaded 
luster in the victories won are the names of Fletcher Homan 
President, and Edward H. Todd, Vice-President. Our pulpits 
shall be open to the representatives of the school and we pledge 
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our co-operation for its development and extended usefulness. 
We nominate as trustees for three years, R. A. Booth, Hiram 
Gould, D. H. Trimble ; to fill out J. H. Cudlipp’s unexpired time, 
Walton Skipworth ; as Conference visitors, W. J. Douglass, J. C. 
Spencer, M. T. Wire. 

We commend the movement submitted to us for the creation 
of a better library for the university. 


CoMMUNICATION. 


A communication was received from the Board of Trustees 
of the Willamette University announcing the consolidation of all 
the various endowment funds of the university in the name of 
Willamette University, and the election of a committee of three 
of the Board of Trustees to be designated as the “Endowment 
Committee” to have the management, control and investment of 
the endowment funds, one of said committee to be elected for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years, and one each 
year thereafter, the committee to serve until their successors are 
elected, the members of the said committee to be subject to the 
approval of the Oregon Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Said communication further transmitting a copy of 
the resolutions relating to the consolidation of the said endow- 
ment funds and notifying the Oregon Conference that the follow- 
ing persons had been elected as members of the endowment com- 
mittee: 

Mr. G. F. Johnson, for one year. 

Mr. T. S. McDaniel, for two years; and 

Mr. A. M. Smith, for three years. 

Said communication further requested that the Oregon Con- 
ference ratify and approve the consolidation of the endowment 
funds of Willamette University and ratify and approve the mem- 
bers of the Endowment Committee elected ; whereupon, it was-reg- 
ularly resolved and adopted by the Oregon Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church that the consolidation of the en- 
dowment funds of Willamette University as adopted by the said 
resolutions and the selection of G. F. Johnson, T. S. McDaniel 
and A. M. Smith as the Endowment Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of Willamette University be and the same is hereby 
ratified, approved and confirmed. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


We recommend the apportionment to our charges of thirty 
cents per member for educational purposes. Twenty per cent of 
the amount raised shall go to the Board of Education of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, twenty per cent of the remainder shall go 
to the support of Kimball College of Theology, and the balance to 
Willamette University. Dao 
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THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS. 


Kimball College of Theology continues to grow in usefulness 
and influence. Your committee wish to state that we cannot see 
how our Church in this great section of country could do without 
this institution, which has been founded for the training of our 
young men for the services in the holy ministry. 

The commencement exercises of last year, presided over by 
Dean Kimball, and participated in by Bishop Hughes, when four 
well qualified young men were graduated, were stamped with a 
character to commend in the highest that school and to fill all 
hearts with hope for its future. We understand that plans are 
being perfected for a systematic and sustained campaign for 
endowment the present year. Money could not be given to a 
cause more worthy or that promises more for the advancement 
of the interests of the Church. 

Dean Kimball and the able instructors associated with him 
are entitled to the loyal support of this Conference. We recom- 
mend the election of Walton Skipworth, W. W. Youngson, H. S. 
Wilkinson, as Conference visitors to Kimball College of Theology. 
We are pleased to note the continued prosperity and wholesome 
influence of Garrett Biblical Institute, Boston School of Theol- 
ogy, Drew Theological Seminary and the other schools of the- 
ology of our Church. We express great appreciation of the visit 
to this Conference of Prof. F. Watson Hannan, of “Drew,” and 
have listened with interest and profit to his illuminating and in- 
spiring address.

EPWORTH LEAGUE 


_The Commission on Epworth League -Institute appointed 
during the 1912 session of the Oregon Conference, with power 
to organize, beg leave to report they have met six times. one ses- 
sion of the Institute has been held, and we hereby present the fol- 


lowing form of organization for approval by the Oregon Con- 
ference: 
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PREAMBLE. 


In order to provide for the more efficient training of the 
young people of our Church in methods of Epworth League work 
and to inspire them with greater zeal forthe kingdom of God, 
there shall be an organization under the authority and within the 
bounds of the Oregon Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and governed by the following constitution: 


Loose! Bh Ge iB 


The name of this organization shall be the Epworth League 
Institute of the Oregon Conference. 


ARTICLE II. 


The object shall be to hold annually, under the supervision 
of the central office of the Epworth League, an institute, or school 
of methods, for the study of the vital questions pertaining to Ep- 
worth League work, and the personal religious and moral prob- 
lems of the young people 


ARTICLE. IIT. 


The management shall be vested in a Board of Control, com- 
posed as follows: 


Section 1. The District Superintendents of the Oregon Con- 
ference, ex-officio. 


Sec. 2. The District Presidents of the Epworth League of the 
Oregon Conference, ex-officio; provided, that when there is a 
change of presidents in any district, at the Spring convention, 
such change shall not become effective, as to membership on the 
Board, until after the close of the next session of the Institute fol- 
‘lowing, except by action of the Board itself. 


Sec. 3. Four members at large, who shall be laymen, nomi- 
nated by the Board of Control, and confirmed by the Conference, 
who shall serve for a term of four years each; provided, that in 
1913 they shall be nominated by the special commission appointed 
in 1912 to organize this Institute, and shall serve for terms of one, 
two, three and four years, respectively. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. The Board of Control shall organize by electing 
the following officers: President, Recording Secretary, Treas- 
urer, who shall also be Registrar, and Corresponding Secretary, 
the last of whom may or may not be a member of the Board. 
If not otherwise a member, his election to this office shall consti- 
tute him such. 
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Sec, 2. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of 
the detail work of the organization and management of the yearly 
sessions of the Institute. 


ARTICLE V—MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The Board shall hold two meetings each year; 
one as soon after the session of the Oregon Conference as pos- 
sible, and the other during the session of the Institute. 


Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, or 
at the request of four members. 


Sec. 3. The sessions of the Institute shall be held at a time 
best suited to secure the largest attendance of students and the 
strongest faculty at the command of the central office. 


ARTICLE Ni: 


The place of holding the Institute shall be determined by the 
Board of Control. : 


ARFICLE. Vit. 


The Board of Control shall have power to enact such by- 
laws for its own government as do not conflict with this con- 
stitution. . 


ARTICLE GENIE: 


This constitution may be altered or amended only by the 
Oregon Annual Conference. 

The commission nominates as members at large of the Board 
of Control, to serve for the terms of one, two, three and four 
years, respectively, the following: P. W. Brown, of Eugene; 
Lawrence Goodbourn, of Roseburg; R. M. Speelmon, of Port- 
land, and Leonard Hopfield, of McMinnville. 


The commission suggests that the Oregon Conference invite 
the Epworth Leaguers of the Pacific German and the Western 
Norwegian and Danish Conferences to participate in the sessions 
of the Institute.

_ The Epworth Herald, whose editor it was our delight to 
welcome here, and to whose inspiring words we listened with 
_ great interest, was never more powerful nor more widely read 
than today. 


____The District Conventions are seasons of enthusiastic but 
intelligent planning to provide for every phase of the developing 
young life of the Church. 


The Institute idea has developed the fact that the youth of 
our churches can be made far more effective by the use of wise 
methods within the reach of every chapter, and that they will 
welcome such methods. The text books for the study classes are 
planned not onlv to instruct and inspire the student, but to equip 
him for service. Furthermore, these: text books are of such 
brevity that they may be used in succession, a fact the advantage 
of which all pastors will readily appreciate. They are as fol- 
lows: For Bible study, “The Earliest Portrait of Jesus”; for 
Foreign Missions, “China”; for Home Missions, “Immigration,” 
just now a topic most vital to us on this coast. 


By action of the Board of Control, the names of the third 
and fourth departments have been changed to “The Department 
of Social Service” and “The Department of Culture and Recre- 
ation.” These names indicate the enlarged scope of the work to 
be undertaken. 


We commend the Epworth League for the effort it is mak- 
ing to provide for its members, and the young people generally, 
wholesome enjoyment and recreation, and for the attitude so 
largely maintained of opposition to those forms that are of a mis- 
leading and questionable character and tendency. We heartily 
commend the “Win My Chum” work projected by the central 
office, and urge the pastors to co-operate fully in every phase of 
the campaign. 


We pray that this great department of the Church’s work, 
the Epworth League, may enjoy abundant success during the 
coming year.

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FINANCE COMMISSION REPORT. 


_ The first annual report of the Oregon Annual Conference 
Finance Commission to the Sixty-first Session of this Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, at Eugene, Oregon, Septem- 
ber 24, 1913. 

The Finance Commission created by the Oregon Conference 
at its session of 1912 begs leave to report as follows: 

First—That in harmony with the Discipline of 1912, Section 
7, paragraph 544, and also in harmony with the expressed wish 
of the Conference in the appointing of this commission, a letter 
was sent to each District Superintendent and also to each pastor 
in the Conference in the early part of the Conference year, recom- 
mending that for the current year, in order to protect our official 
benevolences, and to aid our brethren in protecting their congre- 
gations from the multiplicity of unofficial appeals, no collections 
be taken at a Sunday service for any cause not under the direct 
control of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Second—The Commission has in every way possible en- 
deavored to aid and assist the superintendents and pastors along 
lines suggested in this report and in harmony with the expressed 
actions of the Commission of Finance appointed by the last Gen- 
eral Conference. 

Third—Your Commission entered heartily into co-operation 
with the plans of Rev. Henry J. Coker, D. D., of the General 
Conference Commission, in holding two parliaments, one at 
Grants Pass and the other at Portland, during the year. From 
these centers, an every member and follow up campaign was in- 
augurated for our benevolences, as well as the presentation of 
the new financial plan as adopted by our Church. 

Fourth—We recommend that the Oregon Conference con- 
tinue the plan of appointing a Commission of Finance for en- 
suing years, and that any special methods of procedure be men- 
tioned in any instructions this Conference may wish to give the 
Commission. 

Fifth—It is the aim of the present Commission of Finance 
to do all in its power to speedily have Oregon Conference at the 
top of the list of Pacific Coast Conferences in the matter of be- 
nevolent giving.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPISCOPAL FUND AND 
CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS. 


We heartily commend the general spirit and specific action 
of the Church which recognizes the unity of our ministry, whether 
effective or retired, and urge that all pastors observe carefully the 
law in regard to pro-rating the funds for Bishops and Conference 
Claimants. Such funds should be considered by official boards as 
part of their current expense account, and not be left to the efforts 
of the pastors to be raised, or be considered as benevolences. 

The reports this year show that thirteen churches failed to 
pro-rate the Episcopal fund, with a total loss of $36; that eleven 
churches failed to pro-rate the Conference Claimants’ fund, with 
a total loss of $68. ates 

We recommend the apportionment of 2 per cent for the 
Episcopal fund and 3 per cent for the Conference Claimants’ fund, 
on the basis of the cash salary of each pastor. 

A statement of the Treasurer of the Episcopal fund shows 
that whereas, in December, 1911, there was in that treasury 
nearly $120,000, there is now a shortage of more than $22,000. 
This fact should receive our grave consideration, as this deficit 
is likely to grow rather than decrease unless we are very careful. 

We note with surprise and alarm the fact that the income 
from all sources of the fund for Conference Claimants shows a 
decrease this year of $571. Of all funds administered by this 
Conference, this should be the last one to be neglected or reduced. 

In the plan for a large campaign for a permanent fund and 
the proposal to employ T. L. Jones as field agent for that fund, 
we believe that the Conference Board of Stewards has taken 
most timely action, and we bespeak for him the hearty co-oper- 
ation of the pastors.

REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD OF FOREIGN 
MISSIONS, OREGON ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 
SEPTEMBER 24, 1913. 


A meeting of the Conference Board of Foreign Missions was 
held in Salem on June 17, 1913, and from the statements made 
by members of the Board, we feel that the membership of the 
Church throughout the Conference is becoming more interested 
in foreign missions, as well as other benevolent causes of the 
Church. 

We wish to speak of the importance and influence of the 
parliaments held in Grants Pass and Portland during the last few 
days in March and first day of April. The extent of the influence 
of these meetings cannot be estimated now, as it is our opinion 
that the benevolences of the Church will be collected’ in a more 
systematic manner, not only this year, but hereafter, throughout 
the Conference. 

The principal work of the Board has been to co-operate with 
the District Superintendents in carrying forward the work out- 
lined at the parliaments, through group meetings, where pastors 
and laymen presented the work to the different. charges. We 
commend the splendid work of the District Superintendents, who 
personally directed the parliament extension work, some of them 
speaking on every charge on their district, and all of them as far 
as possible. 

- We are pleased at the influence the work is having on the 
smaller charges, especially in the adoption of the new financial 
plan. We regret that so few of the official members were present 
at the parliaments, as we find that those who were are enthusiastic 
in carrying out the plans. But we feel that by persistent effort 
on the part of those already interested the membership throughout 
the Conference will be more active and interested in their support 
of the Church and its benevolent causes.

FREEDMAN’S AID SOCIETY. 
(1) The Freedman’s Aid Society, in its 22 schools and col- 
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leges, took care of 6610 students in 1912. Of these 78 were study- 
ing for the Christian ministry, 557 in medicine, pharmacy, den- 
tistry and nurse ae 1781 in normal classes preparing to be 
school teachers among their own people, and 2951 in trades and 
industries, such as carpentry, shoemaking, tailoring and farming. 
Industrial work for girls was given in sewing, cooking and gen- 
eral housework. 


(2) The General Conference issued an appeal to the whole 
Church for $500,000 as a jubilee thank offering in commemora- 
tion of the fiftieth aniversary of emancipation. Of this amount 
the colored Conferences have assumed $100,000, and are making 
a desperate effort to make it up to one dollar per member. The 
balance of $400,000 must come from philanthropic men and 
women all over the Church, who are interested in the uplift of this 
unfortunate and greatly handicapped race. 


(3) The Lincoln Birthday Sunday has been observed more 
generally than ever before. It is not yet too late for those pastors 
and Churches who, for one reason or another, omitted to observe 
this day in February, to select some other day during this Confer- 
ence year, present the cause of the negro people to their congre- 
gations, and take both the regular and the jubilee offering. 


(4) The amount apportioned by the Commission on Fi- 
nance as the regular collection from this Conference for the com- 
ing year is $1917. We hereby pledge ourselves as a Conference 
to present the cause of the freedmen to our congregations and 
make a determined effort to secure the full apportionment. 


We heartily approve of the movement authorized by the 
General Conference to secure half a million dollars as a jubilee 
anniversary offering from the entire Church toward endowments, 
new buildings and betterments for the Freedmen’s Aid schools, 
and commend the same to all our people as a worthy object for 
their generous gifts.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION. 


Believing as we do firmly that social service is a great note 
. in the life of the churches which are in the Forward Movement 
today, and also that the program of Jesus means the uplift physic- 
ally, mentally, socially, industrially, politically and spiritually of 
all classes and conditions of mankind in all the world, and know- 
ing well that this uplift cannot be realized while suspicion exists 
anywhere as to the real attitude of the Church of God toward 
the welfare of the masses, ‘we set forth this declaration of pur- 
poses for which all true Christians must, should and do stand. 


__ First—To secure for childhood good housing, protection from 
vice, freedom from labor for hire, proper recreation, and the 
best education, at the same time striving to obtain the best care 
for dependent, defective and delinquent children. 


Second—The conservation of health and physical soundness 
by the best means and methods of preventing disease and the 
‘serious loss of life and limb by dangerous machinery and the 
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waste of life from occupational diseases, insisting on the respon- 
sibility of the individual for the public health; and for such reg- 
ulation of the conditions of toil for both men and women as shall 
safeguard in every way the physical and moral health of the 
community. 


Third—To abate and prevent poverty by the discovery and 
removal of the causes of poverty, by the payment of a just and 
generous wage to all laboring people, and the making of suitable 
and adequate provision for the old age of toilers and for those 
incapacitated by disease or injury. 


Fourth—To make ceaseless war against those foes of man- 
kind that tend toward the disintegration and destruction of so- 
ciety, as divorce, the double standard of morality, intemperance 
and the traffic in intoxicating liquors, war, and the like enemies of 
mankind. 


Fifth—To secure the highest character in all public servants, 
and the highest standard of efficiency in all public institutions by 
visitation and inspection, by co-operation with public officials and 
by proper legislation. 


Sixth—To insist that one day in seven for rest and worship 
is the inalienable right of every man, woman and child and to 
secure as promptly as possible effective legislation for the state 
to secure this right—reasonable hours of labor for all—the in- 
herent right of all men to the opportunity for self-support, and 
that, too, without abridgement, infringement or encroachment 
of any kind whatsoever, and the safeguarding of all who are will- 
ing to work from compulsory unemployment, and for the right of 
employers and employees alike to organize for adequate means of 
conciliation and arbitration in all industrial disputes. 


Seventh—That the application of force of any kind, the use 
of irritating speech tending to array one class of society against 
another, and specially the substituting the principle of reprisal 
for the love which is the fulfilling of the law, are to be deeply de- 
plored as only serving to increase the irritations in society instead 


of allaying them. 


Eighth—We heartily commend the Eugene Coffee Club, a 
most fertile suggestion in method, to other cities and towns of 
the state in its particular line of service, which furnishes not only 
homeless and otherwise needy men and women of the city and 
those floating through with wholesome food and at the lowest cost 
consistent with self-maintenance, but also reading rooms and em- 
ployment bureaus for both men and women, free of cost, as the 
best concrete example within our knowledge of applied Chris- 
tianity to certain social conditions. 
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Ninth—We request Bishop Cooke to appoint Brother G. L.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


We rejoice in the growth and outlook of the cause of prohi- 
bition, and in the opportunity of the Church to aid in the annihi- 
lation of the liquor traffic. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is in line and in aggressive 
co-operation with other great churches in the battle for a saloon- 
less country, a dry nation and a stainless flag. 

We cannot too strongly commend the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, the Prohibitionists and the Anti-Saloon 
League and all other organizations which seek the overthrow and 
utter extermination of the liquor business, and they have our un- 
qualified indorsement. 

We recommend the observance of November 2 as World’s 
Temperance Day, request our pastors to preach on the subject of 
prohibition, to take a free will offering for the Temperance Society 
of our Church, and to use the program and literature of our 
Society. 
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We express our gratification over the selection of another 
‘member of our Conference for important work in our Temperance 
Society, the Rev. Harry G. McCain. 

We approve the plan and call for a convention at Columbus, 
Ohio, in November, 1913, representing all the great temperance 
organizations of our country and the churches committed to this 
cause for the purpose of inaugurating a Nation-wide campaign 
for a constitutional amendment forever prohibiting the manufac- 
‘ture, importation and sale of intoxicating liquors .in the United 
States of America and her dependencies, and we urge the execu- 
-tive officers of our Temperance Society to give hearty support to 
this convention and movement. 

We favor one campaign for the repeal of the home rule bill, 
or amendment, and for a dry Oregon, and this at the earliest prac 
ticable date. 

We recommend that the date for such a campaign be deter- 
mined by a conference of temperance workers representing the 
temperance organizations of the state, the Anti-Saloon League, the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and the Prohibitionists, 
and the churches pledged to the prohibition of the traffic, each to 
be entitled to an equal number of delegates, and that the exec- 
utive officers of the above named temperance organizations unite 
in a joint call for such a conference at an early date. 

We nominate as trustees of the Oregon Anti-Saloon League 
J. W. McDougall, D. H. Trimble, Benjamin Young and J. K. 
Hawkins ; as delegates to the Columbus convention, Bishop R. J. 
Cooke, Fletcher Homan, Walton Skipworth, W. W. Youngson 
and Harry G. McCain; as delegates to the conference to deter- 
mine the date for the Oregon campaign our resident Bishop, 
Richard J. Cooke, and the District Superintendents of our Church 
residing within the bounds of the state to represent the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

We renew our allegiance to the cause of prohibition and 
pledge ourselves to use every legitimate means for the utter over- 
throw of the liquor traffic.
